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While revising the family Elaeagnaceae 
the authors came across two herbarium 
sheets (no. DD 10699 and BSD 11779) kept 
under E. umbellata Thunb. and E. latifolia 
Linn., respectively. Both the specimens were 
studied critically and found that they 
exactly tally with the protologue and illus¬ 
tration, Fig. 4 of E. kanaii Momiyama 
(1973). This taxon is reported here for the 
first time from India. A short description 
with illustration is provided below for easy 
identification. It can be distinguished from 
alli^H entries bv the following kev *
